THE WORLD OF 
WHEAT 


By H. G. L. "Strange, Director of 
“Crop 


Testing Plan” 


“Ty save the prairie farmers from 
losing some sixty million dollars o| 
wheat in rust years.” 

Such was the problem set for the 
Rust Research Labcratory which was 
established at Winnipeg with re:ol- 
ution and earnestness in 1925, 

Well equipped, and well-staffed 
With competent scientists, pant 
physiologists, pathologists, geneticists 
plant breeders and statisticians, the 
laboratory started to work with en- 
ergy and vision, The nature of the 
rust spore itself was studied. It was 
found that the spores consisted of 
many families and strains, whjch af- 
fected different varieties of wheat 
each to a greater or lesser degree. 

Soon the barberries in the west 
were e.adicted, yet the rust spores 
still appeared, Now it was found these 
were air-borne, ccming from the 
United States, perhaps from as far 
south as Mexico, 

Finally out of all the work, several 
new varieties of rust-resistant wheats 
were developed, ‘They are still be- 
ing testd fcr milling and baking 
quality, yield, stiffness of straw, 
earliness and resistance to plant 
diseases; it is hoped, too, they will 
be resistant to all known forms of 
rust, 

One new variety, Renown, has been 
licensed and released for use. This 
year at hundreds of ‘points it is ‘be- 
ing tested by farmers against 
Thatcher and Apex.

British Royalty Thinks Official Pres-| 
ents Impose Needless Burden 

King George intimated to foreign 
governments through official chan- 
nels that ‘he did not wish gifts on his 
coronation, 

This follows the precedent set by 
his father, George V., who said short- | 
ly before the last coronation that! 
outlays for lavish official presents 
were needless burdens on others and 
should be discouraged. Since then

Hockey in Vegreville boomed as 
never before under Mr. Moss’ skill-

‘coach, having cvached the Gleichen 
Gunners to provincial honors on a 
number of occasions, Mr. Moss 
stepped into Vegreville hockey with 
-ommendable zeal and proceeded to 
ouild up a hockey machine here which 
won provincial titles and a West- 
ern Canada title. Previous to his ar- 
rival, lceal hockey was at a low ebb;
